Born - Urbana, Illinois - August, 1946 

Being the son of military parents, Bob learned at an 
early age the tremendous values of travel which he con- 
tinued into adulthood by touring and studying in Europe, 
Japan and many parts of the United States. 

His education included two years studying Life Draw- 
ing at the Students and Artists Center in Paris followed 
by a year in Rome at the Accaderaia de Belli Arti. Here 
he was introduced to the techniques of the Italian Ren- 
aissance Masters, such as Michaelangelo, DaVinci, Titian, 
etc. At this time his work became greatly influenced by 
the "plein air" (outdoor) painting of the French Impres- 
sionists such as Konet, Renoir and others. During his 
European years, Bob spent many hours studying and copying 
the Masters' techniques in museums including the Prado 
and the Louvre. He followed ^he* Masters in their course 
to the Mediterranean to study light and its effects. In 
Madrid in 196? he was observed by Mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy 
Onassis as he worked on a sketch of Goya's "The Witches 
Sabbath". After a brief conversation, she accepted the 
•sketch from him as a gift. He spent two years studying 
at the Los Angeles Art Center College of Design where he 
majored in Illustration. Following this he worked for a 
year as an illustrator before deciding to work in Fine 
Arts . 

As a portraitist with an art show, he traveled in 
California, Colorado, Oklahoma, Texas, Louisianna, Florida, 
Pennsylvania and Virginia. Bob demonstrated his portrait 
techniques as a featured artist on television morning 
shows in Oklahoma and Texas. He is now settled in Alex- 
andria, Virginia where he continues his painting and por- 
trait studies. 

Being a versatile artist, he has become adept with 
oils, acrylics, pastels and watercolors. 
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His work has been exhibited in art shows .is o;w, 
the United States, and he has had one nnr s rw*- 
in Paris, Rome and Washington, D.C.
